of Woman in Tourist

MAGNOLIA — Columbia county of- 


ficials awaited a report of an autopsy 
by Dr. W. R. Mathews, Shreveport 
(La.) 
pathologist, before continuing 


their investigation of the death of Mrs. 
C B. Cleaver, 22, who a coroner's jury 
reported died an unnatural death. 


Mrs. Cleaver's partially clothed body 


was found on the floor of her hus- 
band';: tourist court home here at 
5 a. m. Wednesday by firemen, sum- 
moned to extinguish a small blaze 
in the bedroom where Mr. and Mrs. 
Cleve Cleaver slept. 


Testimony at the hearing called by 


Coroner Fred Lewia was withheld 
by officers, pending a report from 
Dr. Ma thews. Firemen reported that 
neither Mrs. Cleaver nor her husband 
was burned. 


Coroner Lewis said he expected a 


partial report from Dr. Mathews soon, 
but that four or five days may be re- 
quired to complete the autopsy. Dr. 
Mathews was the third physician to 
examine the body.

State Commission 
Gives Order for a 
New Gas Line Here 


Louisiana-Nevada Co., 


Gets Formal Order 


to Build Line 


WILL SEJfcVE HOPE 


Lack of Reductions in 


Rates Criticized 
By Commission 


An order issued by the state Utilities 


Commission at Little Rock Thursday 
cancelled protection of utility com- 
panies against competition when the 
companies do not provide "adequate 
service at reasonable rates." 


The commission in a formal order 


authorized 
the 
Louisiana - Nevada 


Transit Company of Ada, Okla., to dis- 
tribute natural gas in southwest Ar- 
kansas in competition with the, Arkan- 
sas-Louisiana Gas Company. 


The order empowered the Louisiana- 


Nevada to build a 75-mile pipeline 
from the Cotton Valley gas tTeld in 
north Louisiana to serve industrial 
consumers at Hope and Okay at a cost 
of 540,000. 


It will permit a new company to 


enter an area served about 30 years by 
the Arkansas-Louisiana, an ?80,000,000 
corporation which 
maintains about 


1,500 milesof pipeline and serves 103 
communities and approximately 80,000 
customers in addition to several hun- 
dred industrial consumers. The sys- 
tem revenue of the Arkansas-Louisi- 
ana in 1938 was 58,150,000, of which 
$4,856,000 originated in Arkansas. 


The new company, which has started 


construction of the pipeline under au- 
thority o fan advance copy of the or- 
der, will furnish natural gas to the 
Heal Cement Company'at Okay and 
the Hope Light and Water Company 
and Hope Brick Works at 10 cents per 
1,000 cubic feet. 


Rates Criticized 


The Arkansas-Louisiana has been 


serving the cement company -at 14.5 
cents, the municipal power company 
at 16.68 cents and the brick works at 
15.98 
cents. The cement company is 


the second largest industrial consum- 
er in Arkansas, the order said. 


Of the Arkansas-Louisiana plea at 


a recent lengthy hearing for rejection 
Of the Louisiana-Nevada's application, 
the commission said the former's in- 
dustrial revenue increased more than 
$955,000 in the 1033-1937 period, and 
commented; 


"The reductions in rales to its do- 


mestic and 
commercial 
consumers 


during this period were practically 
negligible. This fact of the intervener 
gas company failing to make rate re- 
ductions to domestic and commercial 
consumers as its idustrial business in- 
creased, speaks so loud that it is dif- 
ficult to hear its argument in theory."

Los Angles, in which a boy and two 
girls were born to Mrs. Harold Fal- 
lon, veteran obstetricians said it was 
the first time in their knowledge that 
triplets had been delivered success- 
fully by this method.

Russo-Finnish War Seen As 


A Blow to Nazi Germany 


Food and Arms That Would Flow From Russia 


to Germany Unhampered by Allied 


Blockade Now Being Cut Off

Europe's "little war" in Finland has 


turned into a dramatic bear baiting 
match that all but eclipses the de- 
velopments of the "big war." 


Monotonous repetitions by French 


and Nazi war chroniclers that all's 
quiet on the Western front, and a lull 
in the sea-warfare, combines to give 
the Russo-Finnish battle news a front 
page monopoly. And it is news that 
thrills the world. 


Just four weeks after the Russian 


bear attempted to crush his midget foe 
with a single sweep of his paw, lie 
is definitely at bay. On the vital 
Karelian isthmus, he is still foiled by 
the Finns' Mannerheim line. Farther 
north, phantom Finns" in skiis arc 
harrying his flanks in an amazing 
display of hit-and-run warfare. 


It would be a mistake to assume that 


this "little war" is not having an in- 
fluence of increasing importance upon 
the larger struggle. Its effect on that 
major war, and particularly upon Naxi 
Germany's capacity to endure the 
economic seige tactics of the Franco- 
British Allies begins to look, even 
in German eyes, like a matter of 
grave consequence. 


There has always been doubt 


world capital!;, thiit. the Na/.is' official 
approval of the Russian attack on Fin- 
land as a "self defense" necessity truly 
expressed Berlin's view. Nobody look- 
ing at a map of the Baltic, whore both 
Imperial! and Na/i Germany claimed 
a dominant role, could believe that 
Russian progress in Estonia, in Latvia 
and in LiUhuania was welcomed by 
Berlin. 


Plans Kept From Nazis 


Now that the Russians are trying to 


subjugate Finland and overawe all 
Scandinavia, informed economists and 
diplomats cannot credit Berlin with 
either advance knowledge or approval 
of what Moscow planned in the Bal- 
tic. Nor do they believe that Nazi ac- 
ceptance of the acts of her aggressive 
eastern neighbor is any more than a 
temporary expedient, forced on Ger- 
many by the necessities of her own 
war with the Western Allies. 


Berlin Blames Allies 


The first definite hint that the Na/is 


age are beginning to feel the pinch of the 


uf Rufso-Finnish struggle has come from 


Berlin. A Nazi foreign office "mouth- 


piece" has accused Britain and France 
of "inciting" Finland to resist Russia 
because they hoped by that indirect 
means to extend their own economic 
blockade of Germany to the Baltic 
and Russia. 


That Hitler entered into his unnatur- 


al deal with Soviet Russia for a double 
purpose is clear. The first necessity 
was to avert a Russian raproachment 
with the Franco-British 
teammates, 


and any possibility of a two-front war 
for Germany. The second motive was 
to si art a flow of Russian raw ma- 
terials to Germany, a flow that could 
not be blockaded by Allied sea, land 
or air power. 


If is this second phase of the Russo- 


German deal that is being adversely 
affected fa ythe war in Finland and to 
which the semi-official Deutsche Dip- 
lonialisch-Politisrhe Korresppndenz in 
Berlin refers in explanation of the 
charge that the Allies had "incited" 
Finland to resist Russian diplomatic 
pressure even to the point of war. 


Si-en as Apology 


To what extent the flow of com- 


modities from the Baltic countries and 
Scandinavia to Germany has already 
been interrupted is not determlnable. 
It is hardly open to doubt, however 
thai the plight of the Red army in 
Finland has gravely compromised Ger- 
man hopes of deriving from Russia the 
food and other supplies which the Al- 
lied sea scige has cut off. The semi- 
official comment looks like a virtual 
apology, intended to give the German 
people .-in explanation for the indicat- 
ed failure of Russian sources to yield 
Hie expected flow of goods. 


Kvciy consideration must now com- 


pel Moscow to make the war in Fin- 
land its first interest. Transporting and 
supplying armies necessary to achieve 
victory in view of Finland's sturdy

NEW YORK—"Gullivers' Travels," 


the second full-length animated epic 
since "Snow White," is such a native 
product of the east that it is easy to 
consult the creators of it. 


Frank Ramsaye, one of the star ani- 


mators of the cartoon studio which fab- 
ricated "Gulliver" half in Florida, 
half in New York, is a mousy sort of 
man with a brown moustache, his head 
full of statistics and whimsy. 


"Gulliver" is his baby. He and a 


crew of animation artists, which has 
varied from 60 to 600 workers as the 
work progressed, have been on "Cul- 
liver's Travels" for 18 months, which 
is a long time on any picture.
